17. visitors come in every 
morning. They are given cof- 
fee, doughnuts and hope. 

Hope is what they need. 
Anyone who has faced addic- 
tion or life on the streets 
knows that it is easy to lose 
hope. When times get as harsh 
as they can for some of these 
people, it is hard to keep faith 
and hope alive. 

The men of LifeBuilders 
radiate faith and hope and are 
bringing it to the folks who 
need it most. 

LifeBuilders will even finan- 
cially assist anyone desiring 
to go to a Christian rehabilita- 
tion center. 

These men say they are not 
just “playing church” here. 
They truly want to bring love 
and hope to the community. 

LifeBuilders came to life in 
September 1996. Since then,

engaged in repair of four

makes you feel better), using 
meditatión or other muscle 
relaxing techniques. Delegate 
tasks to others if you feel over- 
Toaded. Try to find reasonable 
solutions to the problems that 
you face. Try to keep things in 
perspective, Łè. will this situa- 
tion/problem be important six 
months from now? Five years 
from now? Let go of the things 


that aré beyond your control. 

Imagine the worst that could 
happen in any given situation, 
the likelihood that it will occur 
and how you would handle it if 
it did. Consider: whether you 
will 6ven remember this event 
in a few years. 

During extremely stressful 
situations, such as the death of 
a family member or close 
friend, taking time to experi- 
ence your feelings of sadness 
‘and loss is an important step 
toward emotional. healing. 
Turning to aleóhol or drugs in 
hope of relieving stress just 
compounds the problem and 
makes things worse overall. 

Next week we will discuss 
more positive steps we can 
take towards self-management 
and stress

hailed at the television station. 
So much hail fell that I was 
able to: shów a handful of the 
ice pellets to our viewers dur- 
ing the $ p.m. news broadcast, 
For some people, it was the 
first time they had seen it hail 
in Florida. That's not tóo sur» 
prising^since hail is a rare 
event in the Sunshine State. 
Although we lead the nation 
in thunderstorm frequency, 
our afternoon storms do not 
normally have the required 
ingredients to.create hail. 
Some.of tke elements needed 
for a hail recipe include thejet 
stream and high speed 
updrafts of air. 
You'll find all of those com- 
ponents and more in the 
Central Plains of the United 
States. From Texas northward 
to South Dakota, hail is a com- 
mon summer-time occurance. 
Scientists call the area of 
northern Colorado, southeast- 


. ern Wyoming and western 


Nebraska “Hail Alley" because 
residents there can expect hail 
about 10 times each year.

hailstorm injured 25 other peo- 
ple and caused over $20 millon 
in damage. 

The worst hailstorm in 
Florida history occurred on 
March 25, 1992. Hail stones 
four inches in diameter hit the 
Orlando area. Thahkfully, no 
one was seriously injured. 
Damage figures topped $60 
million. * 

Hail is most common during 
the growing season, particular- 
ly April through June. These 
storms pose big problems for 
farmers in America's 
Heartland. Crop damage 
exceeds $700 million each 
year. 

In the early 1970s, scientists 
tried to fool with Mother 
Nature by attempting to sup- 
press hail. In South Dakota 
and Colorado, researchers 
dropped silver iodide into 
clouds hoping it would reduce 
the size and frequency of hail 
stones in the thunderstorms,

Tt wasn't the first time man 


falling from the sky. In 14th 
century Europe, church bells 
rung and cannons fired 
because folks believed the 
noise would somehow ward off 
‘the hail. 
+ Just over 100 years, ago, 
Albert Stiger of Austria came 
up with one of the best hail, 
suppression ideas ever. 
_Stiger's theory was simple: 
why wait for hail to fall from 
the sky? He designed the first 
hail suppression cannon. He 
was going to blow up the hail 
before it féll. 

Amazingly, it worked. Soon 
hail suppression cannons were 
a common sight in the vine- 
yards of Europe. 
Unfortunately, so were acci- 
dents. People were getting 
bürt. Interest in the cannons 
waned rapidly. 

In the 1960s, Italian farmers 
took Stiger's idea a step fur- 
ther. They fired explosive rock- 
eta into threatening clouds in 
an attempt to shatter hail 
stones. The practice was out- 
lawed in the early 1970s 
because more than a few of the 
rockets missed the clouds and 
hit a neighboring town. 

Most recently, scientists in 
the Soviet Union have reported 
some success with rockets that 
deliver silver iodide into the 
cloud. : 

I guess we're pretty lucky to 
live in Florida. We don't have 
to worry about large hail or 
incoming rockets from a sugar- 
cane field.
